Jefferson City, March 21.— In 
re 
sponse to a request from Gov. C aul­ 
field 
fo r 
inform ation 
concerning 
youthful inmates of the penitentiary, 
the S tate Penal 
Board 
today filed 
with the executive office a statem ent 
showing that there are now in 
the 
prison a total of fifty-seven convicts 
who were under 18 years of age when 
committed. 
Of this num ber ten are under life 
sentence, nine for m urder in the first 
degree and one for rape. 
One of the 
life term boys was received at 
the 
prison last year 
when 
only fifteen 
years of age. 


1 wenty-six of the fifty-seven have 
sentences in excess of ten years, this 
num ber including ten life term ers. 
“ I had nothing definite 
in 
mind 
when requesting the Penal Board for 
this 
inform ation”, 
Gov. 
Caulfield 
said, “but I wanted it for reference in 
connection with m atters th at might 
arise in conjunction with considera­ 
tion of application for parole”.

days as a te rrito ry and State, is that 
if G eneral William 
Henry 
Ashley, 
first lieutenant-governor of the State, 
a C ongressm an in the field <>t poli­ 
tics, and a national figure in that of 
/ur trading and exploration. 
Born in Pow hatan < ounty, 
V irgin- 
ia, in 1778, he died in Cooper County, 
Missouri, M arch 26, 1838, ju st nine- 
ly-one y ears ago this week. 
Ashley 
received 
a good 
education in 
the 
county schools, and most records in­ 
dicate th a t this training was 
above 
i he average for his lay. 
In 1808 
he 
moved to St. Louis, which was even 
hen rapidly b e c o m i n g an im portant 
(en ter of the fur trade. 
For a time, 
however, he devoted his attention to 
surveying and geology, making dis­ 
coveries 
in 
the 
Ozark region 
of 
Southeast Missouri. 
Be spent con 
siderable tim e extracting commercial 
saltpetre 
from “ Ashley’s Cave” 
in 
Texas County. T h i' he sold in Potosi 
where he lived. 
D uring his residence there he 
was 
chosen a 
mem ber 
of 
the Board 
of 
Trustees of Potosi Academy, incor­ 
porated in 1817. 
He participated 
in 
the W ar of 1812, and through his in­ 
terest in the territorial m ilitia 
a d ­ 
vanced from captain in 1813 to b rig a­ 
dier-general in 1822. 
His prominence 
gained for hint the office of lieutenant 
governor when Missouri’s first execu­ 
tive officers were elected in 1826. 
In Potosi, Ashley had 
made 
the 
acquaintance of 
Andrew 
Henry, 
a 
form er fu r tra d e r, who was then fi­ 
nancially interested in the Missouri 
Fur Com pany. 
In 1822 Ashley 
and 
H enry organized the Rocky Mountain 
Fur Com pany and fitted out a tr a d ­ 
ing expedition to the upper Missouri. 
They determ ined 
to 
secure 
agents 
who would engage 
in 
trap p in g 
as 
well as trading. 
Jim Bridger, T hom ­ 
as F itzp atrick and others, who later 
became famous, responded to 
their 
call for men. 
Henry, because of his 
experience, took charge of the party, 
and Ashley accompanied him as far 
as the mouth of the Yellowstone, then 
returned to St. Louis for the w inter. 
The following sum m er he 
rejoined 
H enry with fresh supplies, and again 
returned 
to iflp Louis 
ta k in g 
the 
w inter’s catch of furs with him. 
In 
1824 Henry w ithdrew from this p a r t ­ 
nership because of 
financial 
d isa p ­ 
pointm ents. 
Ashley 
entered 
the 
race for governor in 
this 
year, but 
was defeated by 
Frederick 
Bates. 
This left him free to en g ag e in tr a d ­ 
ing. and th e reafter he 
took 
active 
charge of the work. 
Com petition and the desire to find 
new* fields for tra p p in g caused him 
and his men to u n d ertak e long 
and 
venturesom e journeys into unexplor­ 
ed regions. 
One of these p arties d is­ 
covered South Pass, and thus opened 
the route to Salt Lake, co m p arativ e­ 
ly unknown until A shley’s reports di 
rected attention 
to 
it. 
Ashley 
is 
credited with being th e first to sue 
eessfully develop the sysiem of su m ­ 
mer rendezvous as a m eans of 
col 
lecting furs from ag en ts and Indian 
tribes. 
So assiduously did he labor 
that between 1824 and 1827 the furs 
sold by the Rocky M ountain F u r Co. 
ag g reg ated $180,000. 


In the latter y ear he discontinued 
his trips to the W est, but sent 
out 
supply trains from St. Louis. 
He r e ­ 
entered the social life of St. Louis, 
and in 1829 became a candidate for 
Congress. 
He was defeated, but two 
years later when Spnecer P ettis was 
killed in a duel w ith Thom as Biddle, 
he was elected to fill the unexpired 
term. 
He was re-elected twice and 
served until March 4, 1837, advocat­ 
ing many m easures 
of 
interest 
to 
Missouri and the W est. 
He w as an 
authority on Indian affairs, fu r tr a d ­ 
ing and the West in general. 


By this tim e his health w as frail 
and after a short sta y in St. Louis, 
he moved to the I.amine Valley 
in 
Cooper County, w here he owned 
a 
large tract of land. 
Even this fail­ 
ed to restore his s tre n g th and he sue 
eumbed to a sudden a ttac k of pneu­ 
monia on March 26, 1838. 
In accord­ 
ance with his wishes he was buried 
on an Indian mound which like a sen ­ 
tinel overlooks the broad sweep 
of 
the Missouri River. 
H e w as m arried 
three times, hut left no descendants, 
and com paratively little is known of 
his rem arkable career.

LIFT CITY DEBTS 


Jackson, March 18.— W ithin 
eigh­ 
teen months the 
Jackson 
municipal 
light plant will be rid of all encum ­ 
brances and be ow ner of holdings in­ 
cluding a 2217-foot well, a white way ( 
lighting system for the business sec­ 
tion, and three oil-bum ing pow er en­ 
gines. 
The purchase of an o th er 
en ­ 
gine will be necessary in the 
near 
future, according to Roy Holmes, su­ 
perintendent, if the num ber of 
con­ 
sum ers of electric power and w ater 
continues to increase. 
D ata from the office of Mrs. Fred 
Vogel, City Clerk, discloses th a t 
the 
well which furnishes w ater fo r the 
city cost $18,694.50. 
It was finished 
in 1927 and replaces 
an 
older 
one 
which is kept for em ergency service. 
T he three oil burning engines 
are 
used instead of two old steam pow er­ 
ed units. 
The item representing in­ 
debtedness is a balance of $17,195.52 
to be paid on the engines. 
T hey cost 
$56,795.52, and were installed in A u g ­ 
ust, 1926. 
Total receipts 
recorded 
by 
the 
municipal plant for the year 
which 
ended July 1, 1928, were 
$30,010.90.; 
Profits 
above 
operating 
expenses j 
have been used to retire the in d e b ted -' 
ness and for im provem ent of various , 
kinds. 
D uring the 1928 the white way sys-1 
tern w as sta rted with an expendituri 
of $3000. 
Cable was placed under 11 
blocks of pavem ent made d uring the 
year, and attractiv e standards were [ 
erected. 
L ight bulbs 
of 
400-candle 
pow er .were placed in the 
business 
section, and ones of 100-candle power 
w ere installed in the residential dis- j 
tric t street lights. 


Jackson has owned its power and 
w ate r system from its beginning.

Raymond is a lumber city. There 
are miles of streets

stieets, people who come on the big 
steamships that come from all over 
the world and dock at Raymond

load lumber. 
From Raymond, we drove to Hood- 
rive, Ore. for a two weeks’ stay.

John Albritton of this rity, notified 


him that his brother, Hunter A lbrit­ 


ton has a fighting chance for recov­ 


ery. 
His condition at that tim e was 


pronounced “encouraging”.

Hunter Albritton, 23 years old, of 
Sikeston, was shot and perhaps fa ­ 
tally wounded at Los A ngeles, Cal., 
Friday afternoon, when he attempted 
to escape from deputy sheriffs 
who 
sought to arrest him for the robbery 
of the Bank of Qulin in Butler Coun­ 
ty, according to word to officers here 
today. 
Albritton was struck by three bul­ 
lets, one touching his heart. 
His con­ 
dition is grave 
and 
an 
Associated 
Press dispatch quoted physicians as 
saying he was not expected to 
sur­ 
vive. 
Albritton, said by officers to have 
escaped from the Florida penitenti­ 
ary in 1926, was sought for the Qulin 
bank robbery which occurred Febru­ 
ary 28, 1928. 
Three men entered the 
Qulin bank, held up the cashier 
and 
escaped with 
approxim ately 
$1000. 
Following the robbery officers carried 
on a running gun battle with the ban­ 
dit trio through Stoddard County, but 
the bandits escaped after the officers’ 
automobile was wrecked while round­ 
ing a curve. 
The officers said 
they 
wounded one bandit whom they 
be­ 
lieved to be Albritton. 
The arrest of Albritton followed a 
com munication sent to Sheriff W. I. 
Traeger of Los 
Angeles 
by Sheriff 
Tom Scott of Benton, who asked that 
another man, believed to be with A1 
britton, be held on 
a Scott 
County 
charge. 
In his communication Sheriff 
Scott advised the officers 
that 
A l­ 
britton was also wanted for the bank 
holdup. 
According to a communication to 
Sheriff Scott Friday 
night 
deputy 
sheriffs went to an undertaking e s­ 
tablishm ent where Albritton was em ­ 
ployed as an embalmer. 
One officer 
called Albritton from the work room 
and informed him he was under ar­ 
rest. 
Albritton submitted but asked 
permission to get his coat and 
left 
the room, dashing out a rear door. 
He ran behind a garage and started 
to climb a fence, disregarding 
the 
officer’s command to halt. 
The 
o f­ 
ficer drew his revolver and fired five 
shots. 
Albritton 
succeeded 
in 
climbing 
two fences but collapsed as he m ount­ 
ed the last obstacle and dropped. He 
was taken to a hospital. 
In addition 
to the one bullet which touched 
his 
heart, another lodged in his right hip 
and another struck his left thumb. He 
refused to talk to officers. 
( ’ape Girardeau police, who joined 
in the search for Albritton, were no­ 
tified by the warden of the Florida 
penitentiary that he escaped from 
a 
road camp there December 31, 1926, 
after he had been sentenced to serve 
seven years for robbery at Madison, 
Fla.

Sam s, who is now in the Illinois pen­ 
itentiary, is alleged to have escaped 
with him. 
Chief of Police H.

was known here, however.

Congress submitted to the states the 
Twelfth amendment 
to the Federal

for vice president 
Duly 
ratified by 
the S t a l e s , the amendment went Into 
effect In lso4. In time for the elec­ 
tion of thut year. 
Thus threatening difficulties in the 
way of orderly elections were removed. 
But methods of nominating candidates, 
for which no means had been pro­ 
vided or suggested In the Constitu­ 
tion, continued to he a m atter of slow 
•volution. 
The first stage In the development— 
nominations by caucuses In congress 
—was a natural one. Absence of quick 
means of communication made con

enough. 
George Clinton of New York, picked 
by the caucus to be Madison s run 
ning mate, protested against the meth 
od of tds own nomination to be vice 
president. 
DeWitt Clinton of New York when 
be saw that he could not get the cuu 
cus nomination, broke uway from ttie 
Jeffersonian Republican party In 1812 
and was nominated by a fusion state 
convention of Republicans and Fed­ 
eralists In New York. Practically all 
the other nominations In the tirst 
fifth of the century were made hv 
caucus. 
It 
remained 
for

Gen. Andrew Jackson to vitalize the 
opposition to Presidential nominating 
caucuses that their final abandonment 
was accomplished. 
Meantime the "Virginia dynasty" 
of Presidents—Jefferson, Madison and 
Monroe—succeeded In getting elected 
with but little opposition. The Fed 
eraltst party was hut a shell, which 
in some elections did not even take 
the trouble to put 
up Presidential 
candidates 
President Monroe, as the last figure 
of the "Virginia dynasty,” managed 
to please both Federalists and Re­ 
publicans so well that tie wus wholly 
unopposed for re-election In 1820. 
But for a single vote cast by a 
New 
Hampshire 
elector 
for 
John 
Adams’ 
son, 
John 
Quincy 
Adams. 
Monroe would have shared Washing­ 
ton’s unique distinction of a unani­ 
mous election to the Presidency. Some 
historians huve professed to find In 
the New Hampshire elector’s vote for 
John Quincy Adams the precise mo- 
tive of depriving Monroe of this dis 
tlnctlon of unanimous election, which 
the 
New 
Hampshire 
man 
believed 
Should rightly be Washington's alone 
With Monroe, the last of the men 
who hnd participated directly In the 
Revolution and the founding of the 
Republic passed front executive con 
trol. Monroe’s administration because 
of Its political peace and harmony 
was called the “era of good feeling." 
But new forces were stirring to end 
this trunqullllty. 
The tariff, Internal 
Improvements, 
and 
the 
Issue 
of 
slavery that prominently emerged with 
enactm ent of the Missouri compromise 
of 1820, were appearing to disrupt 
the harmony and create new partisan 
alignments. 
An 
ambitious 
younger 
generation of politicians had appeared 
oo the scene to take sides on the 
sew Issues. They were laying their 
plans for the succession to the Presi­ 
dency many months before Monroe 
cast off bis executive responsibilities. 
The turmoil of the Jacksonian era 
and the

ahead, to be begun with another In­ 
decisive election contest that had to 
be resolved again, amid considerable 
partisan

The purpose of the garden is to furn 
ish an adequate supply of fresh veg 
etables from early spring until lat« 
autumn, and in addition all that arc 
required for canning and storage foi 
winter use. 
It also 
supplies

in 
dollars and 
ents. 
Some of the vegetables which 
can be planted now are carrots, swiss 
chard, leek, lettuce, mustard, onions 
peas, potatoes, radishes, spinach and 
turnips.
